All the delegates are so worn out by 
the protracted negotiations that many of 
them are taking leaves, and it will prob- 
ably be difficult to make much headway 
for the next fortnight. 

‘The Council of the Peace Conference, 
it is -understood, will again take the 
form of an Interallied Supreme Council, 
in which each of the great powers will 
be represented by two delegates. 

According to the Temps, the council 
will be’ formed as follows: Premier 
Clemenceau and Foreign Minister Pichon 
for France, Secretary Lansing and Colo- 
nel. Edward M. House for the United 
States, Foreign Minister Balfour and 
Viscount Milner or Andrew Bonar Law 
for Great Britain, Foreign Minister Th-; 
toni and Guglielmo Marconi for Italy, 
and Baron Makino and Viscount Chinda 
for Japan. 

The Peace ‘Treaty was brought from 
Versailles to Paris. last night and.de- 
posted at ‘the Protocol’ Office. Marshal 
Joffre, who- returned to Paris from 
London last evening, was unable td at- 
tend the ceremony at ‘Versailles,; and 
Marshal Foch and Marshal Pétain, -both 
of whom were detained at their head- 
quarters were also unable to be pres- 
ent. 

Foreign Minister Tittoni and the other 
members of the new Italian delegation 
to the Peace Conferénce arrived today. 

The departure of Dr. Hermann Miiller 
and Dr. Bell and about fifty’*other mem- 
bers of the German delegation from Ver- 
sailles’ last night was virtually ur- 
noticed. To avoid the crowds celebrat- 
ing the signing of the treaty in the 
streets of Versailles the Germans were 
sent in fifteen automobiles by a round- 
about route to Noisy-le-Roi, where they 
boarded their train at 9 o'clock. In the 
party was Herr Scheurmann, who repre- 
sented the Deutsche Tageszeitung at 
Versailles and who was temporarily ar- 
rested. by the French last week. 

The Germans'‘were accompanied as far 
as Cologne by French and Italian offi- 
cers.

It. undertook also 
the manufacture of all splints and the 
nitrous oxide gas used as an anaesthetic 
by the army, the construction of ,emer-

DR. WILKINS HANGS 
HIMSELF IN JAIL 


Continued from Page 1, Column 1. 


theory on which the authorities are now 
acting is that he came into possession 
of the rope yesterday, probably in the 
afternoon, when there were many per- 
sons in the jail, the day being visitors’ 
day. There were also a number of visit- 
ors this afternoon, but the records show 
that none of them registeréd as desir- 
ing to see Dr. Wilkins. 

_A few minutes before 9 o'clock to- 
night Coroner Walter R. Jones arrived 
at the jail and took charge of the in- 
vestigation. Coroner Jones questioned 
all of the guards and other per- 
sons employed about the jail; but none 
could throw any light on the case. 
There are no windows in the cell, 
which overlooks the courtyard, and this 
fact, Coroner Jones pointed out, proved 
beyond doubt that the rope was brought 
into the jail and passed to Dr. Wilkins 
by some rson whose identity is not, 
at this time, even a matter of suspicion. 

‘* At this time,’’ said an official at 
9 o’clock tonight, *‘ we are entirely at 
sea so far as the circumstances attend- 
ing the smuggling of the rope are con- 
cerned. We are now going to check 
up all visitors who have been inside 
of the jail since Dr. Wilkins ‘was con- 
victed, and we hope before long to find 
some clué upon which to proceed in our 
efforts to identifv the person who 
brought the rope in.”’ 

The doors of Dr. Wilkins's cell inside 
the fron cage, which encloses ail the 
cells in the jail, were not locked at the 
time of the suicide. It was twenty min- 
utes to 8 o’clock when the guard passed 
the cell the last time. Dr. Wilkins was 
then seated at the table. As soon as 
the guard had gone Dr. Wilkins walked 
out of the cell and down the corridor 
to the bathroom’ which is only a few 
yards from the cell, Five minutes later 
he was missed and going: into the bath- 
room the guards found the body hang- 
ing from an iron pipe in the ceiling. 

He had tied both ends of the rope to- 
gether, looped the double rope over a 
pipe, about eight feet from the floor, 
making @ noose large enough to pass 
‘over ‘his head. -He had stood upon the 
waste can while doing this. Then he 
kicked away the can, drawing the rope 
taut with such force that he broke his 
neck. 

When found the Doctor’s feet were 
close to the bathroom? floor, but not 
touching it. He was unconscious and 
apparently dead, the keeper believed. He 
summoned help. and took the body down, 
administered “firat aid” when he de-| 
tectel a pulse, and had a call sent for 
physicians at the Nassau hospital.

Passing on to conditions in Rumania, 
where she visited Buchares Jassy, 
Kishineff, Galatz and Bralia, M Gold- 
man said. 


“I was very painfully impressed by’ 


tne number of sick people I saw all ayer 
Rumania, and the statistics of the burial 
societies carry out. this impression. In 
Bucharest out of a Jewi population 
of. about 45,000. there was in the winter 
ail average of eight funerals a day, or, if 
tae same rate is maintained duri the 
summer, 65 deaths per thousand of the 
population during the year. A large 
Eorentans of the typhus cases here and 
Jassy has also been among the Jews, 
“I think it is probably fair to say 
that while the greatest suffering is on 
the part of the peasants in remote 
» which are not only beginning to 
be reached by the American Food Com- 
mission and where people were until 
recently actually dying of starvation, 
the greatest amount of suffering in the 
Cities is ameng the poor Jewish popu- 
lation.

It is difficult, 
of course, to estimate how long present 
conditions will last, but every one with 
whom I have talked—Americans -work- 
with the Food Commission and the 
Cross, Jewish merchants, and fi- 
naciers—agrees that there will be no 
substantial reduction in prices for some 
time to come.. The people who have 
enriched themselves during the war are 
willing to pay, and’the merchants, of 
course, as long as they can sell their 
goods, will not tolerate a reduction in 
prices.

Manning referred to the signing of the 
treaty in these words: 

“All of us give thanks forthe signing 
of the peace terms and for the official 
ending of the war. We give thanks to 
God for victory granted to the cause of 
righteousness and for deliverance from 
peril greater than any of us have. fully 
realized. We thank Him for the noble 
spirit of our men in the service on land 
and sea.and of our whole people when 
the great call came to them, and here, 
in this church, we think especially of 
the 910 men who went into the fighting 
service from Trinity parish, 28 of whom 
laid down their lives in the struggle. 

“We pray that the peace now agreed 
upon may prove lasting. May the terms 
now -accepted be faithfully “and honor- 
ably fulfilled. As great as have been 
the crimes of those who brought on this 
war, tragic as are its consequences, 
may We and all men now devote our- 
selves to the. task of ‘healing the deep 
wounds, of meeting the great problems, 
and of making the world a better and a 
far more Christian place than it has 
ever

China has refused to sign the Treaty 
because the Conference would not al- 
low her delegates to make resérva- 
tiots or to set forth declarations of 
their attitude, Behind this point of 
procedure lies the enduring Chinese 
dissatisfaction with the Shantung set- 
tlement. Japan, according to the de- 
cision of the Peace Conference, was to 
retain the German concessions, but to 
return territorial sovereignty of the 
province to Ching.” Return it,. but 
when? _Japanese delegates asserted 
that to ask Japan to set a time for the. 
return. would. he .an- affront..to. her 
national honer, so the Conference left 
it-to- national honor to return Shan- 


' tung at whatever time might be coxn- 


venient to Japan. The understanding 
was that this time was to be soon; but 
the Chinese have heen unable to get 
any promises, and they-are afraid that 
the Japanese will hold Shantung in- 
definitely~always with the promise to 
return it some time. The Japanese 
boast that their Gevernment has never 
broken its promise; since no time limit 
was set, it does not need to break this 
one. 

The Chinese have not forgotten that 
the Japanese-tried to keep the Chinese 
delegation out. of the Conference alto- 
gether. The¥ did not succeed in that, 
but they succeedéd in everything else. 
Japan has Shantung for as long as she 
wants to keep it.The Conférence real- 
ized, beyond question, that this was 
inequitable; but it seemed expedient. 
Hiven the expediency of the arrange- 
ment is now open to doubt. China 
refuses to sign the Treaty and may 
stay out of the League of Nations; 
China has a grievance against the 
great alliance. If Germany is to be in 
a position, in the:next few years, to 
resume ‘her, world intrigues, to try to 
recover her position as a world Power 
supported by allies, or by allied groups 
in neutral countries, China is likely to 
be a hospitable field for German in- 
trigue. Thé Chinese have not fared 
well at the hands of the other side; it 
would be foolish, but quite under- 
standable, if they should elect to listen 
» the enemy. 

“The Japanese; of course, are well 
aware of this; and it seems far from 
imipessible that Japan will expect the 
rest of the e of Nations to in- 
trust her with the task of keeping 
German influence out of China, and 
incidentally solidifying Japanese influ- 
ence in China. If the League is fa- 
vorable to China it will have Jap 
against it, if it supports Japan it will 
have Chine against it.
